Artistic Darns. 


Nothing keeps flannels and stockings and 
other underwear looking so well as darn- 
ing and mending and preparing material 
that matches perfectly. A hole seems 
almost preferable toa gray stocking darned 
with blue, or black underskirt bound with 
red, or a brown patch where there should 
be a black one. Buttons, all kinds of 
mending threads, in cotton, linen, silk and 
wvol, bindings in taffeta, ribbons and even 
webbing by the yard are to be bought at 
mogt reasonable prices for making old 
things as good as new, and for keeping the 
new in perfect condition. It also seems to 
be an economy in the same direction to buy 
the same makes and colors in flannels and 
hose from seascn to season, so that one may 
have material to reinforce weak places 
without buying it. 


Keep Children Busy. 
Children should be furnished with em- 
ployment, which is sometimes difficult to 
provide. What we call a natural love of 
mischief is often nothing more *han activi- 
ty.

bad, and in many cases, though not acting 
perniciously upon all who partake of it, is 
still sufficiently dangerous to warrant as 
earnest precautions and as effective prophy- 
lactic measures as in the case of smallpox, 
typhoid and cholera.

Among the 
715 law makers of Canada, there is 
not a baker’s dozen of agriculturslists 
or laborers There are men among 
them who are called so, but they know 
not what labor is; they live by the 
tol and sweat of their hired men. 
Who's to blaine? We are to blame, and 
Patrons are now awakening to the 
fact, 

The prevailing s;stem has been for 
our masters at O.tuwa or Winnipeg to 
select men to represent us; they say 
“these be your gods, O, Israel.” A 
convention sits, the gods are endoreed ; 
we worship. The tendency in Patron 
lodges is to throw off the party bias, 
and take a business view of politics. If 
we are successful, you will receive the 
benefit. 

“Oh,” you say, “all right, but why 
not use the present machinery to effect 
reforms} Why want to make a third 
party? Don't you know there are no 
independent benches at Ottawa.” That 
I aay is 80 much the worse for the 
country. 1¢ is time we have them. In 
no other country are they without 
them. Germany has eight or ter 
parties ; France has four of five; the 
old country has many ; even the States 
has three. Show me that the old 
parties have done justice to all classes 
and I will go with you and follow 
them. I do not deny that there are 


$200,000,000 since Confederation. 
There has been collected during that 
period $700,000,000. That makes 
900,000,000 made away with. Oh, 
but look at what has been done! Well, 
count up everything that has been 
done, and you will find that there is 
$10,000,000 a year left that has been 
taken to run the machine. Talk of 
free trade and tariff for revenue! Why 
the tariff is not sufficient for revenue 
now, We have todo away with need- 
lens expenditures. Our Governor- 
General, representing Her Majesty, 
Mrs. Guelph, has cost us $114,000 a 
year. Has Canada got value for that 
money? We have eight Lt.-Gover- 
nora, who are generally away fishing. 
We pay each one seven or eight 
thousand a year, and they don’t even 
board themselves on that. Can we 
afford these things while there are 
hundreds of children in our land who 
cannot benefit by the means of edu - 
cation provided because they have not 
tit clothes to wear, and while there are 
hundreds of people in our country who 
cannot go to worship God us they have 
been taught, becnuse they lack respect- 
able apparel to put on.

Weter-soaked and frozen corn-stalks prob- 
ably represent as poor fooi as any that 
can be thrown in the cattie yard. As scon 
after harvesting as possibie the atalks 
should be carted into the barn or stacked 
outside properly for winter in euch u way 
mat the rain will be shed. Top capping is 
quite essential to preserve the full nutritive 
value of the fodder. It is always better 
stored in the barn, but with a good dry 
foundation and capping, it will stand the 
exposure pretty well. In feeding, this 
outside should first be disposed of before 
that in the barn is touched. 

The small stalke may be fed whole, but 
the large ones should be cut for feeding. 
Even then, the cattle will leave some of 
the hard butts. If one had the means and 
facilities for crushing these hard wasted 
atalke they would decompose in the man - 
ure heap much faster. Some cut the fodder 
all at once in the fall of the year, but gen- 
erally it is better to cut as needed, or only 
a week in advance. The succulence of the 
stalks oozes out more or Jess when cut in 
small pieces,and there is quite a percentage 
of loss. Where a cutting machine is not 
owned, and it is necessary to borrow or 
hire one, the whole quantity will have to 
be cut at once;but after all,cutting machines 
are so cheap that it is quite essential to 
have one on the farm where many cattle 
arekept. Ifthe etalksare cut when in a 
wet condition they will surely mould and 
spoil, and it is quite essential in having the 
whole crop cut at once to see that the stalks 
are in the proper condition for manipuia- 
tion. 


Butchering on the Farm. 

Ip these days of. low prices for farm pro · 
ducts, a part of the farmer's time can very 
profitably be employed in butchering as 
much meat as his household can use fresh, 
or cured, for future needs. There is also 
more or lees of a demand in the local mar- 
ket for dressed carcasses, especially of 
hogs. It is best to kill the latter during the 
coldest weather. The night and morning 


before they are butchered the hogs should 
not be fed, as the resulting emptiness of 
the stomach and intestines allows the car- 
ones to be more easily dressed and the meat 
to cool more quickly. In catching the ani- 
male, do not chase them to overheat the 
blood and taint the flesh, nor bruise or whip 
them, as the meat is killed along thewe , 
and is pale and tasteless. Sticking the h 
through the throat to the heart kills and 
bleeds the animals at the same operation, 
though a previous well-directed blow on 
the head stuns the brain and prevents pain, 
In scalding hoe, the boiling water should 
be cooled consider vbly, for if too warm it 
sets the hair instea¢ of Joosening it. Either 
have pleaty of help or convenient appara- 
tus to handle the carcasses rapidly, Save 
the heat by covering the water barrel or 
tank whenever ible, and stones heated 
in the fire may yee to warm che water 
when it gets soo cool. The hair shonid be 
pulled out, not shaved off, and a very dull 
cora-knife or draw-shave will do rapid work 
on the body, while a trowel will scrape che 
grooves about the head. Hang up a carcass 
from a gambrel stick in the hametringe, 
remove the insides as soon ag possible, and 
drench the meat, both inside and out, with } 
the coldest water obtainable, so as to cool 
the flesh rapidly. Aseoon as the carcass 
is thoroughly cooled, but before it is frozen, 
cut it up into such pieces as are desirable 
for home use.

INDIANS AS HUNTERS. 


They de Not Frighten the Game Out of 
Districts, as White Men de. 


“It is a remark often made by old-timers 
who knew the Western country when the 
red was as common there as the tenderfoot 
is now,” said a sporteman from the Rockies, 
that Indians never scare away game from 
a region in which they hunt. But, they 
say, wherever the white man comes with 
his firearms game is bound to be killed off 
or driven away. These sayings are true with 
the qualifying statement that by reasonable 
game laws game of all kinds can be preserv- 
ed and, even where nearly extermirated, 
reatored to almost ite original plentifuinese 
in districts not too fully occupied by man 
and his domestic creatures. 

„Note the Indian in hunting as he 
searches out and steals upon the deer or 
wild tarkeys with his soft tread of mocca- 
sined feet. In the twang of his bow string 
and the flight of the whistling arrow there 
is no explosive sound to alarm the creature 
near the one that is struck. He, like 
themselves, is in sympathetic accord with 
the tints and tones of plain and mountain 
and forest, and while endeavoring to match 
their craft against his they are satisfied 
with trying to avoid him without ebandon- 
ing the region where he abides. 

It is when white hunters of the eporte- 
men variety invade ite haunts, their pres-

RUSSIAN COURTS. 


The Carious Vet EGective Way in Which 
the Law is Administered in Rassia. 


In the poorer parte of Russia justice is 
adminisiered in a primitive yet effective 
fashion, says a recent writer who had the 
fortune to bo present at a sitting of one of 
the peasant courts in a government of 
central Russia, The judges, chosen from 
the peasants, were unlettered. The session 
was held in alog cabin—a small, low room. 
A picture of the emperor decorated the 
wall, and as in every Russian house, ic the 
corner hung the holy eikons. Three judges 
and ascribe were present. The day was 
Sanday, a day of idleness for the peasantry. 
The hall, the judges and the public all had 
an air of simple dignity, almost of rude 
majesty. 

Two cases were tried. Parties and wit- 
nesses, as they entered, bowed low to the 
holy images. The judges spoke and ques. 
tionea by turns, or all at once, each loudly 
expressing his opinion. I admired the 
patient persistence with which they tried 
to bring the litigants to an amicable under- 
Standing. One case was characteristic 

A woman, a large, robust virago, com- 
plained of having been beaten by a man.

Plaintiff aud defend- 
ant stood before the judgea volubly plead - 
ing each his or her case and appealing to 
their witnesses at their sides.

THE RECORD OF A YEAR. 


Death Nas Reaped a Rich Warvest During 
the Last Year. 


The year 1894 has made itself memorable 
for many events of large importance. No 
doubt, as wa see objects larger in the physai- 
cal world when we are near them, es recent 


events appear to us in exaggerated propor- 

ions. Yet some of the occurrences of the 
past year are certainly great enough to 
effect the world’s history. 

Achange of rulers is always an event 
that may make the situation of a nation 
distinctly better cr worse. The death of 
Sir John Thompson, Premier of the Domia 
ion, of the Russian Emperor, the assassina- 
tion of President Carnot of France and the 
accession of Monsieur Casimir-Perier, the 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone from leadere 
ship in British politics, the resignation of 
Caprivi in Germany, the death of the Sul- 
tan of Morooco and President Nunez of 
Columbia, and the inauguration ot che first 
popularly elected President of Brazi!,— 
these events have affected more or less thé 
destinies of a large part of the humane race. 

Moreover, a great war has been waged 
between two countries—one the most popu- 
lous in the world, even exceeding the num 
bers of the British Empire with all its 
colonies, the other larger than France. 

True, a war between Asiatic powers does 
not involve the most momentous conee- 
quences, but the present war will surely 
bring a whole continent more intimately 
into relations with the rest of the world. 

We pase by with the merest mention 
many other noteworthy occurrences 
abroad: the adoption of a revised constitu- 
tion, with universal suffrage, in Belgium ; 
the formation of a constitutional republic 
in Hawaii; the general elections in Nor- 
way; therevival of the federation move- 
ment in the Australian colonies; the com- 
pletion and opening of the great Manchest- 
ership canal; the terrible tax riote in 
Sicily; the outrages in Armenia; the 
bomb-throwing by Anarchists in Spain, 
France and Italy. 

The year has not been a prosperous one 
for merchants and for the people general- 
ly in any part of the world. The crops 
have been, on the whole, above the aver- 
age, but not sufficiently good to pvt an 
end to the stagnation in manufactures and 
trade. The sigas, nevertheless, are more 
hopeful at the end of the year than they 
were at the beginning. 

Death has reaped a rich harvest in 1894. 
We have already meationed some of its 
most conspicuous victims, but even in the 
higher walks of public life there were 
many others: Louis Kossuth, the veteran 
Hungarian patriot ; and the Comte de 
Paris, ‘‘legitmate” as well as Orleanist 
claimant of the crown of France ; 

Science mourns the loss of some of its 
greatest men, foremost among them Herz 
and Helmholtz of Germany. Rossi, the 
great Roman archeologist, Brugach Bey, 
the Egyptoiogist, and Doctor Broqn- 
Sequard were, each in his own field, with- 
out rivals. Ketter known than any of 
these is Count 8 de Lesseps, the 
creator of the Suez Wanal. 

To music and art have been lost Rubin- 
stein, the composer, Hans von Bulow, 
pianist, Madame Alboni, once a great 
singer, Philip Gilbert Hamerton and others, 

Literature has suifered by the death of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, James Anthony 
Froude, Henry Morley, Edmund Yate 
and George Ticknor Curtis; The law has 
lost Lord Chief . Justice Coleridge and David 
Dudleigh Field. Of eminent clergymen we 
mention Archbishop Tache, David Swing, 
of Chicago, the Rev. Dr. McCosh, and Geo, 
W. Childs, of Philadelphia,

IN THE HEART OF A TREE. 


A Leck ef Woman's Hair Foundin a Cur 
eus Kesting Place.
